EDINBURG, July 4.— Boll wee­ 
vils, fleas and other cotton pests 
are 
being eliminated from 
the 
farm of J. E. Jessen, who lives 
near Edinburg, by the simple ap­ 
plication of crude oil to the grow­ 
ing stalks. 
“Although I had known of this 
method of combating insects for 
several years, this is the first time 
I have tried it on my cotton, and 
the results are better than I ex­ 
pected,” Mr. Jessen said. 
The oil, Mr. Jessen said, should 
be applied when the cotton is be­ 
ing cultivated. 
This can be done 
by hanging a canvas sack filled 
with crude oil from the cultivator. 
The oil seeps through the canvas 
and leaves a protective film over 
the cotton leaves and stalks. 
When dust settles on the oil it 
makes a thick covering through 
which the sun does not penetrate 
so easily and thus prolongs the 
lasting qualities of the treatment, 
Mr. Jessen explained.
